Colonies, in Congrefs, offembled at Philadelphia. 

" In the Abfence of the Governor, and Deputy* 
Governor, Commodore Eftk Hopkins hath applied to 
us for the Re-delivery of Twenty Pieces of Cannon, 
which he hath landed in this Colony : We have thought 
it abfolutely neceflary to detain them, until your Honors 
mould be made acquainted with the Circumftances of 
the Colony, not doubting but that upon mature Con- 
sideration it would be thought belt for the common 
Intereft to permit them to remain here. We beg the 
moft favourable Conftruciion of this Meafure, and affure 
your Honors, that no Perfons living are more fenfible 
of the Neceffity of eftabliming the Authority of Con- 
grefs, nor more ready to pay Obedience to it. 

" Your Honors have doubtlefs frequently with 
Pam reflected upon the unhappy State of the Town of

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powerful naval Armament, and daily threatened with 
and in Danger of immediate Destruction •, for it was in- 
conteftibly in the Power of the Britijh Fleet to deftroy ic 
at Pleafure. In this Situation it is not at all Strange thac 
near a third Part of the Inhabitants removed, and that a 
Majority of the Remainder were induced to temporize, 
and even to affume an Appearance rather unfriendly 
to the United Colonies. To this Situation alone is the 
former Conduct of Newpr.rt to be attributed, and noc 
to Want of Spirit, or Love of their Country. In this 
State of Affairs the Britijh Fleet quitted the Harbour, 
and Commodore Hopkins mod providentially arrived 
with Twenty-fix Cannon and fome Shot, which he of- 
fered to the Town. The Inhabitants, elated with a 
Profpect of having this Means of Defence, affembled 
in a full Town-Meeting, and unanimously voted to 
work upon the neceffary Fortifications, and to defend 
the Town, and immediately entered upon it with 
Vigour. . This decifive Refolution gave every Friend 
to the United Colonies anew Spring, as many of us 
looked upon Newport as worfe than loft to the com- 
mon Caufe.

tance to the common Caufe. But our pleating Prof- 
pects are greatly interrupted by the Order to deliver 
Twenty or thefe Cannon to MefTieurs Boiling/worth and 
Richard/on, to be tranfported to Philadelphia. From 
the Face of it, which is directed to the Commodore, 
and in his Abfence to Mr. Tillinghaft, it appeared 
clearly to us that your Honors thought the Cannon were 
barely landed here, and had no Idea of their being 
fitted with Carriages, and planted in Forts erected 
purpofely for their Reception. 

" We beg Leave to refer you for a general State of 
the Colony to the Memorial from the Afifembly, which 
is now before your Honors, and is in no Degree exagger- 
ated, by which you will be able to judge of theexpofed 
Situation of the Colony, of its great Exertions for the 
common, as well as our ovrn Defence, and of the utter 
Impoflibility of our defending ourielves : To which 
we would add, that there are now in the Colony, exclu- 
fivc of thofe brought by the Commodore, but Twenty- 
four Pieces of heavy Cannon, being Twenty-four and 
Eighteen Pounders. 

" The AfTembly had contracted with the Owners 
of Furnace //0/x? for Sixty more, but the Commodore 
having brought Twenty-fix heavy Cannon into the Co- 
lony, the ArTembly confented that the Cannon for the 
Continental Ships mould be firft made, as the Owners 
of the Furnace could not poffibly fupply both Depart- 
ments in Seafon, fo that we have yet had but Four 
Eighteen Pounders from them •, nor can the others be 
made under a long Time, unlefs a Stop be dui to thofe 
making for the Ships. 

" We are informed by the Commodore that he 
landed Thirty- fix heavy Cannon at New-London, which 
from its Situation can be defended with one Quarter 
of the Number required for the Defence of the Bay, 
Town, and Harbour of Newport. And when the 
Difference of the Towns of Newport and New-London* 

in 
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in Point of Number of Inhabitants and Value, in 
Point of Importance to the United Colonies, and in 
the Abilities of the two Colonies, of which they are 
a Part, to defend them, are confidered, we think it 
will not admit a Doubt from which Place the Twenty- 
Cannon wanted are to be removed. 

" We beg Leave alfo to mention to your Honors 
fome of the probable Confequences of depriving us of 
thofe Cannon. All the Difaffected, all the Lukewarm, 
and all the Timid, cry out that this Colony hath been 
totally neglected by Congrefs, while every other Colo T 
ny that is expofed is defended by the Continental Troops, 
which the mod hearty in the common Caufe cannot 
deny ; this, with the dangerous Situation of the Town 
of Newport, the Capital of the Colony, containing up- 
wards of 1300 Dwelling-Houfes, and between 9 and 
10,000 Souls, hath produced a very great Divifion, and 
was near overthrowing that Adminiftration which had 
fo greatly exerted the Force of the Colony. The Blow 
however was averted, and the mott feafonable Arrival 
of thofe Cannon, with the decifive Reiblution of the 
Town of Newport, hath given Union, Spirit and Vi- 
gour to the Colony : Take them from us, and we can- 
not anfvver for the Event. The Town of Newport and 
the Ifland of Rhode- Ijland are loft. A fmalj Part of that 
Army now at Halifax, may in their Way to the Weft- 
ward effect their Deftruction, without being detained 
three Days. It will be impoflible for the Inhabitants 
to defend themfelves : They will not even attempt it. 
There is Danger, that thofe People who are fo defirous 
of Reconciliation with Great-Britain upon any Terms, 
will gain the Afcendency, and of the Colony's being loft 
to America, Leave us the Cannon, we can fa ve Newport, 
which hath been induced in Confequence of their Ar- 
rival to take fuch Steps as muft bring upon them the 
Britifo Arms, and who will be moft cruelly treated in 
being deprived of them. We can keep PofTefTion of 
Rhode- Ifland, which is of great. Confequence to the In- 
habitants and Trade of Taunton and Swan fey Rivers ; 
and we (hall be a united People, ready with our Lives 
and Fortunes to lupport the Meafures of Congrefs. 
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" We fubmit this Reprefentation to your Honors, 
which will be delivered to you by John Collins, Efqj 
the Firft Affiftant in this Colony, to whom we beg Leave 
to refer you for further Information, not in the lead: 
doubting that upon full Enquiry and Deliberation 
your Honors will confentthat the Cannon remain here, 
until we can be otherwiic fupplied."

Quebec, which was a principal Caufe of raifmg the 
Blockade of that City, and there is great Danger that 
the Inhabitants of the United Colonies may, by the 
Prevalence of that dreadful Diftemper, be rendered in- 
capable of Defence at a Time when their Safety may- 
depend upon their moft vigorous Exertions : And where- 
as that Diftemper taken by Inoculation is fo eafy and 
light, and the Method of Treatment fo beneficial, that 
any Number of Perfons inoculated are more likely to 
live, than the fame Number of Perfons not inoculared ; 
and as by introducing the Practice of Inoculation with 
Prudence and Caution, the greater Part of the male 
Inhabitants of the Colonies may foon get over that ter- 
rible Difeafe, and the fatal Confcquences to be appre- 
hended from our Armies beins; infected therewith be 
averted :
